first impression would be that something 
was wrong with his bank affairs, but 
there is not the least suspicion of any- 
thing like this. 

As a matter of fact, the books of 
the bank, the cash and everything con- 
nected with it has been examined and 
found to be correct, both by the state 
bank examiner and by Presicent 
Bailey, of the bank. 

With nothing in the world to keep him 
away from home, with everything to draw 
him back, with every reason balancing on 
the side of his quick return, with his own 
letters announcing that he would be back 
last Friday, he still is not here and no 
trace of him can be found beyond the 
Greenville hotel at which he stopped last 
Wednesday. The whole affair is one of 
mystery, a mystery surrounding the where- 
abouts of the missing man and with that 
mystery goes sundry speculations that al-

 -—gn08 inevitably point’to one of the two 


things—either accident or foul play. 

As the hours go by the conviction deep- 
ens that he has met his death in one way 
or other, and still the hope is clung to 
most tenaciously that all will turn up 
satisfactorily in the end. 

Diligent Search Is Being Made. 

Searching parties are out looking for 
him. Fond relatives and friends are now 
making the most thorough search all 
around Greenville for any clew that May 
lead to the’ discovery of his whereabouts 
or the knowledge of hisfate. Every min- 
ute ig torturing suspense to the loved 
ones at his home in this city, and hosts 
of friends in Athens inquire every few 
minutes if anything has been heard from 
him. 

With all the facts, it is hard to 
figure out the probiem. Only one 
thing is certain: His affairs at the 
bank are all right. Beyond fnat 
evcrything is shrouded in mystery. 

Mr. Benedict is cashier of the Exchange 
bank, of Athens, and has held that posi- 
tion for many years; in fact, ever since 
its organization, and has always man- 
aged his part of the business in a splen- 
did manner. He is a man of temperate 
habits, of robust health; a quiet business 
man, a great lover of his family and 
@ most popular young citizen. He is also 
president of the Athens Roller Cover Com- 
pany, a manufactory in this city that 
does an extensive business with different 


.cotton mills throughout this section of 


the south. 

Last Saturday one week ago he went 
to Captain J. J. C. McMahan, former pres- 
ident of the Exchange bank, and one of 
its chief directors at present, and told 
him he would like to take a trip to Toc- 
“Iberton, Greenville, 8S. C., 
and a few other places in the interest of 
his Roller Cover Company, and asked 
Captain McMahan to take charge of his 
work as Cashier until his return, stating 
that he would be back the following Thurs- 


.day night or Friday morning. Mr. Bene- 


dict made his preparations to leave early 
Monday morning on the Northeastern 
train for Toccoa. Monday morning before 
the train left he met Captain McMahan at 
the bank, signed a number of checks, etc., 
as cashier and turned over the business of 
the bank into the hands of Captain Mc- 
Mahan until he could take his contem- 
plated business trip. He left on the North- 
western train that morning and evidently 
went to Toccoa and on to Greenville, S. C. 


The Last Heard of Him. 

Thursday three letters were received by 
Mr. Benedict’s wife from Mr. Benedict. 
Two of them were written last Wednesday 
morning and the other last Wednesday at 
noon. He was always very punctual in 
his correspondence when away from home, 
writing to his wife as often as possible. 
On the same day these letters came, also 
came one to Mr. Robertson, superintendent 
of the Roller Cover Company. In these let- 
ters Mr. Benedict stated that he would 


make a trip to a few mills near Greenville | 
and would then return, and that he would | 


be back home by Friday. 

That was the last message from Mr. 
Benedict received by anyone in this city.

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe’s “‘Battle Hymn 


of the Republic”’ Is Sung. 


GREAT OVATION FOR THE ORATOR 


When the General Arose To Speak It 
Was Fifteen Minutes Before He 
Could Be Heard. 


Boston, May 30.—For the first time an 
ex-officer of the confederacy delivered the 
Memorial Day address before a New Eng- 
land Grand Army post. General Joseph 
Wheeler, the cavalry leader who led the 
boys in gray at the famous charge at 
Shiloh and nearly thirty-seven years later, 
beneath the stars and stripes, cheered on 
the volunteers at Santiago, was the orator 
and guest of honor at the Memorial Day 
services of Kinsley post 113, Grand Army of 
the Republic, at the Boston theater. The 
immense auditorium was filled to its ut- 
most capacity. 

The singing of the ‘‘Battle Hymn of the 
Republic’ by Comrade Myron M. Whitney 


and a chorus and the presentation to the 


audience of its author, Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, called forth a tremendous burst of 
applause. Rev. John Linsey Withrow of- 
fered prayer, and addresses were delivered 
by Commander I. B. Goodrich, of post 113, 
and others. 

President Lincoln’s address at Gettys- 
burg was read by Comrade J. D. Leather- 
by, and the post chaplain’s address was 
made by Rev. E. A. Horton. 

When General Wheeler arose to speak 
the applause was tumultuous, cheer upon 
cheer arose from thousands, and it was 
nearly fifteen minutes before the general 
cculd make himself heard. General Wheel- 
er said in part: 

General Wheeler opened his speech with 
an eloquent tribute to the part played 
by Massachusetts in the history of the 
American commonwealth, whose _ soldiers 
had played conspicuous parts in all its 
wars and whose statesmen had ever been 
famous in the halls of congress. 

He alluded to the prophecy of Gen- 
eral Horace Binney Dargent, who thir- 
ty years ago, on Memoria! Day in the 
city of Boston, predicted the day would 
come when this anniversary would be 
celebrated ‘after some day of giory 
when the sons of rebels and our sons 
shall have fallen side by side in some 
common cause of foreign war as our 
sires and their sires fell side by side 
under the eye of the great rebel, the 
Virginian, Washington.”’ 


“Already,’’ said General Wheeler, ‘‘the 
words of this prophecy have been fulfilled, 
for the warriors who fell side by side at 
La. Guasimas, San Juan and El Caney, 
men from the north and south, among 
them some of your brave boys from the 


Second Massachusetts, were buried togeth-

SPANISH MINISTER REACHED 
NEW YORK YESTERDAY.

New York, May 30.—The most notable pas- 
senger who arrived today on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse was the Duke @’Arcos, who comes 
to assume the post of Spanish minister at 
Washington, which has been vacant since 
the hurried departure of Senor Polo y Ber- 
nabe, April 20, 1898, on the eve of the out- 
break of war between the two countries.

Leader of the Democratic Party in 
Pennsylvania Says the Senator 
Has Been Persecuted, 


THE RECENT BATTLE DESCRIBED 


Aepublican Boss 's Sue He Will Be 
Given His Seat by the Uni- 
ted States Senate, 


NO FTA LEGISLATIVE SESSION 


Has Assurances from Republican Lead- 
ers That Precedents Will Be Carer- 
thrown—How He Securel 
Acquittal in His Fa-. 
mous Trial.

St. Louis, Mo., May 29.—(Special Staff Cor- 
respondence)—The eyes of a poet, the hands 
of an artist, fhe face of a dreamer, a head 
chuck full of the horse sense that has made 
him a highly guccessful business man— 
those are some of the characteristics of the 
man who is the democratic leader of Penn- 
sylvania, the man whose power in his party 
is as great as Quay’s ever was with the 
republicans. 


_He is the man who defeated Quay 
in the great fight before the Pennsy]l- 
vania legislature, there can be no pos- 
sible doubt of that. 

With Colonel Jim Guffey out of the way, 
it would have been easy sledding for ‘‘old 
man Matt,”’ Without Colonel Guffey's con- 
stant and unceasing watchfulness, his coun- 
sel and his advice, and the example of his 
sterling democracy, the band of eighty- 
five democrats in the capitol at Harrisburg 
would have been more than once: broken 
into the breaks would have resulted in 
enough votes going Quay-ward to pull him 
through. More than eighty ballots there 
were and on each and every one that dem- 
ocratic band stood solid as the rock of 
Gibraltar—with due apologies to a certain 
insurance company which seems to have 
monopolized the use of that simile—and the 
party was saved from the record of having 
contributed to the re-election of Quay. 

Guffey did it. He is the man who 
was put upon the national committee 
to take the place of Harrity, the former 
chairman, who persisted in misrepre- 
senting the party and doing the best 
he knew how’to throw it down. 


Guffey is not only the nominal leader of 
Pennsylvania democrats, but the real lead- 
er fn all the best sense of the word; and 
the record of his great fight at Harrisburg 
this winter shows that he has sense in poll- 
tics like he has in business and that here 
as in that other field—with its orders of oil 
and gas, its coal and its lead, its silver and 
its gold—he is a leader. 

There were very strong influences at work 
among the democrats to secure their aid 
for Quay—either by direct votes or by mak- 
ing his election possible in some other way. 
When I asked Colonel Guffey about these 
he said: 

“Yes; nobody knows the strength of those 
influences better than I, for it was I who 
had to fight them. A good many leading 
democrats outside the state and a good 
many inside, realizing the dishonest and 
unscrupulous fight made on Quay by his 
opponents inside his own party, sympa- 
thized with him and thought that if the al- 
leged reformers would not join us in the 
election of some good democrat, we ought 
to break from them and elect Quay. Now 
I felt that such a course on the part of the 
democrats of Pennsylvania would be suici- 
dal. 

‘“‘We have been fighting Quay and 
Quayism al] our lives, and now to let 
him be re-elected if we could prevent 
it, would mean to stultify Pennsyl- 
vania democracy for all time to come. 
That is why I took so active part in 
the fight. That is why the members 
of the legislature stuck together in 
unbroken phalanx from the first ballot 
to the last and defeated Quay. 

‘"There is no doubt,’’ Colonel Guffey went 
on, ‘that there was @ great political con- 
spiracy to kill Quay—a conspiracy made up 


of men in his own party who pose as re- 
formers, but who are no better than he is. 
With them in the conspiracy were some 
democrats. A democratic judge of Phila- 
delphia was an important factor in this 
combination. It is not necessary for me to 
go into the details of that, however. The 


judge resigned from the bench, basing his- 


action on hjgh moral grounds, but in real- 
itw he knew that if he had remained there 
he would have been impeaehed. The other 
men who were leaders in the conspiracy 
are well known to everybody. I had no 
sympathy in the world with that sort of a 
fight. Their prosecution of Quay was per- 
secution and the most dishonest kind of 
persecution; for they were posing as sheep, 
when they were in reality only wolves with a 
thin veneer of wool on the outside. My 
fight on Quay was not personal. My quar- 
rel with him is political. He is a republican 
and stands for all that I think wrong in 
government. I am a democrat and have 
always fought him and his kind. Person- 
ally I sympathized with him because of the 
character of the fight that was made on 
him by his fellow republicans, but political-

PROMPT STEPS TAKEN IN TEXAS. 


State Health Officer atHouston Is 
Badly Frightened. 

Houston, Tex., May 30.—State Health Of- 
ficer Blunt was badly frightened today 
when he received the intelligence that there 
was a case of fever in New Orleans. He 
has placed quarantine guards and inspec- 
tors at all points of entrance to Texas by 
telegraph orders, and has sent the following 
telegram to every railroad entering Texas 
from New Orleans: 

“Do not sell,tickets over your line from 
New Orleans to any Texas point. Do not 
bring passengers or things from New..Or- 
leans, either by express or freight into 
Texas until further orders.” 

This will tle up the Southern Pacific hard 
and fast, as it has been tied up for the 
past three summers, and the quarantine 
once on, no one knows when it will be 
again taken off. Not for a month at any 
rate. The train that goes through tonight 
will.-be the last one until it is raised, though 
officials are trying to secure service by run- 
ning two trains to cennect at the state 
line. °

At the present time it is conceded that 
Judge Nash and Chairman Daugherty of 
the central committee are in the lead, but 
it is also thought that in case a choice is 
not made by the second ballot a dark 
horse will win, and it would not be sur-

The question of what constitutes a bona 
fide contest may be raised, which will fur- 
ther complicate the situation. .The can- 
didates are opening headquarters and the 
wire pulling is becoming decidedly inter- 
esting.

Beaupre’s Summary Expected. 

M. Ballot de Beaupre’s summing up be- 
fore the court of cassation in favor of 
Dreyfus has not disturbed the town. It 
was a foregone conclusion, but as the judg- 
ment jis to be revised and not quashed, there 
will be a new trial before a -courtmartial, 
with every probability of a fair trial. and 
it is hard to doubt that the result will be 
acquittal, there being no proof 
Dreyfus.

GUFPEY TALKS ON 
QUAY'S HOLD-UP

ly I could not afford to let the democratic 
members of the legislature, or any number 
of them, go in and elect him. I was recog- 
nized as the leader and to some extent 
therefore the responsibility was on my 
shoulders. That explains why I was at Har- 
risburg during the entire fight. I did not 
miss one of the ballots when there was a 
quorum present. Naturally that took me a 
great deal from my business interests, but 
I felt that I owed that much to the party; 
and I feel certain that we did right in pre- 
venting the election of Quay.” 

It was that solid democratic vote which, 
under the leadership of Colonel Guffey, did 
prevent Quay’s election. For more than 
eighty ballots it stood there unmoved. de- 
spite the influences from within and with- 
out. Two of the greatest corporations in 
this country were greatly interested in 
Quay’s return. They had there agents at 
work eveywhere, All sorts of overtures 
were made to the democratic leader and 
his men, but he never let them flicker. 

Quay Feels Certain of His Seat. 


“Will the legislature be reconvened ana 
another effort be made to elect Quay?’ I 
asked Colonel Guffey. It was the general 
idéa in Washington that that would be 
done, in view of Quay’s acquittal by the 
courts. ; 

‘No, they will not try that, for they 
know it would not work,” he respond- 
qed. “That legislature would never 
elect Quay and his men know it. He 


counts confidently upon being seated 
by the senate. 


“TI Know that he feels absolutely sure of 
this, although the precedents are a}]] against 
him. He thinks he has assurances from 
republicans in a _ position to give them 
that the precedents shall be overthrown 
once for all time and that he and the 
others in like position will be seated. If 
this plan should fail, he will make the 
fight for the control of the next legisla- 
ture. He believes he would win in such 
a fight, as the thinks the disclosures in 
this trial have been of a nature to show 
the true character of the opposition to 
him, and that in a square fight before 
the republicans of the state he would se- 
cure the nomination of his friends and 
the election of enough of them to insure 
his victory.’’ 

“How did Quay secure acquittal in that 
trial?’’ 

“Honestly and legitimately,’’ was the 
prompt response of the democratic leader. 
“Nobody who had watched the trial could 
doubt that. The prosecution failed utter- 
ly in its case.’’ 

Pittsburg’s Great Team. 

Colonel Guffey’s home is at Pittsburg. 

‘Tell me something of Magee and Flinn,” 
I asked, 

“In many respects the best political com- 
bination on earth,’’ said he. ‘Magee fell 
down in this fight on Quay and hurt him- 
self badly. The reason was that he had 
the senatorial bee in his own head so 
strong that it blinded his judgment, as 
personal aspiration very often does. The 
only way for a man to be entirely suecess- 
ful in this ‘game is for him to have no 
aspirations for himself. Then his judg- 
ment will be worth something, but as soon 
as they get the itch for office themselves, 
the majority of men counted as wise poli- 
ticilans fall down. It was so with Magee. 
He wanted that senatorship himself. He 
is a member of the state senate and in 
the party caucus it was his motion which 
made Quay’s nomination unanimous. He 
voted for Quay right along, though, of 
course, everybody Knew his support was 
half-hearted, rather no-hearted at all; then 
at the end he did his best to secure a re- 
volt of Quay’s forces against the old man 
and did succeed in getting a few of his 
particular followers to leave, but it was 
unavailing. That has hurt Magee very 
much. He is a very successful business 
ran, and Flinn, the other member of the 
Pittsburg republican machine, is the con- 
tractor who controls everything under the 
city. He gets all the contracts or says 
where they must go. These two men work 
together in absolute harmony. They are 
different in temperament, but they know 
each other and between them they are able 
to handle the republican party in the city 
of Pittsburg, and the city itself, just as 
they choose. It is a great team, I can tell 
you,”’ 

“Success, Not Sentiments.” 

Colonel Guffey is a native Pennsylva- 
nian. He has had to fight his own way 
in the world and he has done it most sue- 
cessfully. His first operations were in oil 
and he loves the excitement of that more 
than anything eles, but in addition he has 
great coal interests, heavy investments 
in lead mines and in gold and silver mines 
in the west, and, indeed, all sorts of in- 
vestments in many different parts of the 
country. He is immensely wealthy, and 
is in politics simply from the love of it. 

“It’s a great game and one worth play- 
ing so long as you don’t get the desire for 
office yourself. When you get that you 
are likely to lose your judgment and are 
sure to use your enjoyment,” he remarked 
in the course of our talk. ‘‘What is my 
motto in politics? Well, you know I ama 


practical man: my motto is—success not 
sentiment,”’ 


HEART TROUBLE CAUSED DEATH.

The Monadnock Booms Out a Solemn 
Reminder of War 


BROWN FACED NATIVES INTERESTED 


Manila for the First Time Learns What 
Memorial Day Is—Colonel Den- 
by Presides Over the Ex- 
ercises of the Oc- 
casion., 


Manila, May 30-7:50 p. m.—Memorial dav 
was celebrated at Battery Knoll, where 
Scott’s guns were planted against the Fil- 
ipino trenches in the first day’s fighting at 
Manila. 

Nearly 300 soldiers lie buried there on a 
bleak mount. surrounded by fields, 
rough boards marking the graves, which 
are ranged in five unbroken rows. Beyond 
these are Spanigh blockhouses ang bamboo 
hedges, which were mown down by shells 
from the American guns. 

The few soldiers who could be spared 
from the trenches came to Battery Knoll 
dusty and bronzed, bearing flowers with 
which to strew their comrades’ graves. 

A silk flag was placed above each mound. 
The day was as mild as a New England 
spring day, when; just before sunset, a few 
hundreg Americans gathered in a cirele 
around Battery Knoll in blue ang brown 
uniforms. 

Among the soldiers were groups of Amer- 
ican ladies and brown#@aced natives peering 
curiously at Tie unwonted spectacle from 
points nearby. The guns of the monitor 
Monadnock, bombarding Paraque, boomed 
a significant reminder of the nearness of 
war. Just as the Sixth artillery band be- 
gan a dirge, the thunder of the Monad- 
nock's guns ceased, while taps sounded 
from the bugle. 

Colonel Charles Denby, of the United 
States Philippine commission, presided at 
the exercises. He spoke briefly of the pecu- 
liar solemnity of he day to Manila. The 
chaplain of the British cruiser Powerful 
made an invocation. Chaplain Pierce, of 
the Twenty-third infantry, Chaplain Cres- 
sey, of the Minnesota volunteers, delivered 
orations and the soldiers sang appropriate 
hymns, 

After taps hag been sounded the soldiers 
took the flags from the graves ta send to 
relatives of the dead. Similar services were 
held over the dead in the Paco cemetery 
this afternoon. Colonel Denby was the or- 
ator on this oce&ston. The graves were 
decorated with a vas{ quantity of magnifi- 
cent flowers. ‘High mass for the dead of 
the Roman Catholic communion, was cele- 
brated at the Paco cemetery in the morn- 
ing. Orations were delivered by Fathe'’s 
McKinnon ang McQuade, and Chaplain Ste- 
venson, of the Idaho regiment, a Metho- 
dist, and Peter McQueen, a Congregational- 
ist minister of Boston. 

Most of the business places of Manila 
were closed in observance of the day. The 
American and many foreign flags were dis- 
played at half-mast. The graves of soldiers 
and sailors buried at Cavite and Iloilo were 
also decorated today. 
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MEMORIAL DAY IN NEW YORK. 


City Is Filled with Excursionists, Who 
Watch Parade. 


New York, May 30.—With holiday-making, 
parades, the flying of flags, sports of all 
kinds, the usual decoration of graves, and 
speechmaking, memorial day was well cele- 
brated in New York and vicinity. The sun 
shone brightly and a light breeze kept the 
heat from becotming oppressive. Early in 
the day thousands of excursionists were 
thronging at the exits of Manhattan Island, 
pouring over in ferry boats to Long Island 
and New Jersey, some bound for the sea- 
shore and some for the cemeteries, where, 
in addition to the dead of ‘the civil war, 
there lay in a few instances, the dead of the 
war with Spain. The graxes of these re- 
ceived the same tender care that for years 
has marked those of the older dead. 


WRECK OF MAINE DECORATED. 


Skeleton of Battleship Covered with

Havana, May 30.—11 a. m.—Decoration 
Day was observed here today in a notable 
manner.

Tihat nation whose people are ready 
to respond to a call to arms with men 
and resources for any emergency, js the 
one that shall most certainly be able to 
avoid the desolation and horrors of war. 
So long as the dominant spirit which 
controls any country is one of honor, chiv- 
alry, glory and patriotism so long will 
that nation continue to achieve power and 
greatness. 

“The. spirit of true nobility taught 
by American motKers has made our 
ccuntry the pride and fear of the 
world.” 


Declaring that it was the duty of every 
American to uphold the president and his 
cabinet when it has become thoroughly 
committed to a defined policy, General 
Wheeler said: 

“Patiiotic devotfon can be exercised 
by volunteering to serve in the field, but 
it may also be most profitably exerted in 
encouraging confidence among our people 
at home. Certainly no good and only evil 
can come from words and acts which*tell 
rival nations that even a portion of our 
people, however few, are not in full sym- 
pathy with our government, or what is 
worse, that any Americans actually do 
sympathize with our country’s enemies. 
Such a course cannot fail to weaken con- 
fidence and embarrass the executive power. 

Those who insist that the power of 
the United States is so great that it 
must always triumph will admit that 
difficulties or obstacles created by 
some of our own people will have the 
effect of retarding at least in some 
degree the prompt and happy restora- 
tion to perfect and lasting peace. 

“T am one of those who firmly believe 
that whatever is, is right, and I cannot 
dcubt but that conditions are thrust 
vpon a country by a course of events fol- 
lowing a well judged and righteous action 
on the part of the people and the govern- 
ment the consequence could not be other 
than beneficial, not only to the people of 
our own country, but to the world at 


large. 
‘There is one sentiment which should be 


impressed on every mind and instilled into 
every heart, 

“My country, may she always be

Part 1 deals with the desirability of seek- 
ing a solution of international disputes by 
the mediation of friendly powers and sets 
forth that such good offices, whether sought 
Or proffered, shall bear strictly the char- 
acter of friendly counsel and in no way of 
compulsory force. 

Part “ deals with international arbitra- 
tion, Which it declares “the most effica- 
cious and equitable means of settling ques- 
tions regarding the international] applica- 
tion of treaties,”’ 

The contracting powers, therefore, should 
undertake to seek arbitration in g@och’° 
cases so far as these affect neither vital 
interests nor the national honor of the 
parties in dispute. Then, after setting 
forth that each state remains the gole 
judge of what cases are so to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, it is Suggested that 
a large number of cases, such as questions 
of pecuniary damage and disagreements 
in the application of treaties or conventions 
affecting commercial, postal, navigation, 
currency, sanitary and copyright matters 
and the like, not affecting vital interests 
nor national honor, are’those in Which ar- 
bitration should be obligatory, 

In all other cases, says the Russian 
scheme, arbitration, though recommended 
by the present act, can only be applied on 
the spontaneous initiative of one of the 
parties in dispute and With the express 
consent of the other parties, 
clause provides as follows: 

“With a vie ac P 
arbitration, the “ae 7 
formulate a common arrangement for the 
employment of international arbitration and 
for the fundamental principles to be ob» 
served in drawing up rules of procedure 
to be followed pending inquiry into the dis- 
pute and the pronouncement of the arbitra- 
tors’ decision. The application of these 
principles and procedure may be modified 


in virtue of special] arrangement between 


re ¥s states which have recourse to arbitra- 
on.”’ 


The closing 


Part 3 deals with an international com- 
mission of inquiry. It provides as follows: 


In the cases of divergence cau 
AS sing inter- 
national litigation on local ehiemmmmenaaal 
which cannot be settled by ordinary diplo- 
matic means, but do not involve honor or 
vital interests, the governments interested 
agree to institute an international commis- 
sion of inquiry to investigate impartially 
all questions of fact. Each government in- 
terested shall appoint two members of the 
commission. These four shall choose a 
fifth, who shall be president of the commis- 
sion, If the votes are divided as to this, 
an appeal shall be made to neither gov- 
ernment or to a third party t 
president.” cee ee 
The Americans will submit tomorrow a 
scheme of mediation, distinct from their ar- 
bitration scheme. I understand it fs en- 
tirely original and full of new and in- 
genious practical ideas. The Americans 
refuse to consent to compulsion {fn any cat- 
egory of tases for arbitration or at any 
stage of proceedings. Disputes, there- 
fore, can only be referred to the perma- 
hent tribunal by the desire of both litigant 
states. They also hold that to obHge in- 
dependent states to enter into binding treat- 
ies with each other would revolutionize in- 
ternational law and the Monroe doctrine.

Sunday 
passed, and his wife and relatives became 
thoroughly alarmed. They could not for a 
moment imagine what kept Mr. Benedict 
away. 

Yesterday morning it was* resolved to 
commence sifting the matter to the bottom 
and to make a thorovgh examination and 
search. 

It so happened that for several days 
State Bark Examiner Furner had been in 
the city making his investigationg under 
the law of the state.

had done sufficient business not to touch 
the cash in the vault, and when the bank 
examiner looked at the cash he found it 
just as Mr. Benedict had balanced it the 
Saturday night before he left. 

All the money was in its place, and 
there was absolutely no evidence of a 
suspicion of anything being wrong 


there. 

That, of course, eliminates from the af- 
fair anything touching the Exchange bank 
as a cause for the mysterious disappear- 
ance of its cashier. 

Confidence in His Integrity: 

The depositors of the Exchange bank 
have absolute confidence in the integri- 
ty of the missing cashier and all they are 
worried about is that they fear he has 
happened to accident or foul play. Two 
whole days have passed since it was 
known that Mr. Benedict was missing and 
yet there is not the slightest appearance 
of any tendency toward a run /on the 
bank. The depositors accept in confidence 
the fact that Mr. Benedict's accounts are 
straight and the business of the bank 
goes on as smoothly as ever. ., 

As a matter of fact the bank has on 
hend cash funds largely in excess of the 
amount required under the. state law, and 
the absence cf the caghier, although unex- 
plained, is not hurting the bank. 

Relatives on the Search. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Henry C. White, 
president of the State College of Agricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts, who is an uncle 
of Mrs. Benedict, determined that he would 
take up the search for Mr. Benedict and 
find him if possible. Yesterday afternoon 
in company with Chief. of Police B. F. 
Culp, a gentleman who has had forty 
years of detective experience, Dr. White 
left for Greenville, S. C., from which point 
he purposed starting his investigation. At 
the same time Dr. Samuel C. Benedict, @ 
brother of the missing man, wired from 
Richmond, Va., where he was in attend- 
ance upon a médical convention, that he 
would meet them at Greenville and help 
proSecute the search. 

Dr. White and Chief Culp arrived in 
Greenville this morning’at 5 o’clock and 
as so0On as possible began their search 
after the missing man. They went to the 
hotel in Greenville and found that Mr. 
Benedict had left there Wednesday morn- 
ing in a buggy, not saying where he was 
going. That was the last they saw of him 
and they had not heard of him since. 

This afternoon’ the following telegram 
was received from Dr. White: 


“Greenville, 9. C., May 20.—Mre. H. C. 
White: Jack left hotel to hire vehicle. Did 
not apply at any stables. Possibly a street 
hack. Visited no mills in the country. Are 
still searching. H. C. WHITE.”’ 


This telegram adds to the mystery of 
the case. He wrote that he intended visit- 
ing these mills in the country. He left to 
hire a vehicle. He never visited any of 
the mills in the country. 

At the hotel were the change of clothes 
Mr. Benedict carried with him, also his 
valise, but he had not called for them, al- 
though six days had elapsed since he left 
the hotel, to all appearances to take a 
short trip in the country. This was on ffie 
Same day on which he wrote to his wife 
that he would be home friday. 

The Clothes Mr, Benedict Wore. 

Mr. Benedict when he left Athens had 
with him a pair of gray and black striped 


» trousers, a pair of blue plain trousers, a 


dark blue coat and west, a straw hat 
(from E. H. & W. F. Dorsey’s), a negligee 
blue shirt, a gold watch (open-faced), a 
seal ring and a ring marked “B.” He car- 
ried no money with him beyond a reason- 
able amount to cover the expenses of his 
trip. 

There are quite a number of theories ad- 
vanced as to Mr. Benedict’s absense. It is 
suggested that perhaps ke has written a 
letter back and it has miscarried. This is 
a plausible thery, but a man of his habits, 
accustomed to writing home daily, would 
have written several letters. 

It is suggested that perhaps he has been 
taken ill in some place away from post- 
office or telegraph communication. This 
is hardly probable, as Mr. Benedict is a 
man of most robust health, and has rarely 
been sick in his life. Then, too, he could 
have written a letter back home and 
would have done so. 

It is suggested that he may have taken 
a trip of a few days fishing with some 
mill owners. He would not have done this, 
as he was expected back in Athens on 
Friday and had arranged His business for 
only that length of time. Besides, it now 
transpires that he never visited the mills 
in the country near Greenville. 

It has been suggested that he perhaps 
may have happened to an accident, but if 
he had he would have either notified his 
family or it would have surely been report- 
ed in the press. 

It has been suggested that he may have 
been detained on account of high water 
and thus have been kept away from mail 
or telegraphic communication with Athens. 
But as a matter of fact there have been 
no heavy rains near Greenville that would 
have swelled the streams so as to prevent 
their being crossed. 

It has been suggested that he may have 
been drowned, and there may be something 
in that suggestion. The theory of tempo- 
rary aberration of mind is scouted. 

Army Stragglers Figure in/\{t. 

It is a known fact that a nu#ber of 
teamsters and army stragglers wha were 
at Camp Haskell in thjs city left here when 
that camp was broken up and went to 
Greeriville, S. C. It may be that they 
knew Mr. Benedict while here as a bank 
cashier and recognized him in Greenville. 
It may be that they had an idea he had 
money upon his person, waylaid and rob- 
bed and murdered him. He was not well 
acquainted in Greenville and this disap- 
pearance there would not have created any 
comment. 

His Family Relations Beautiful. 

Mr. Benedict’s family relations were 
lovely. He married several years since 
Miss Mamie Coates, a niece of Mr. H. C. 
White and a most popular and talented 
young lady. They have lived most happily 
together and have two bright and lovable 
little girls. Mr. Benedict was devoted to 
his family and his home Hfe was most 
pleasant and agreeable in every way. 

Mrs. Benedict is almost prostrated. The 
terrible suspense is telling upon her, how- 
ever nobly she bears up in the face of 
trouble. The last she saw of her husband 
was when he left last Monday a week ago 
with a_ fond goodby.

CONTROL CAROLINA RICE PLANTATIONS 


Great Trust Is Now Being Formed To Take Charge of the Vast 
Asricultural Industry, 


PLENTY QF MONEY IN SIGHT 


Farms Near Savannah Are New Being 
Negotlated For 


BONDED INBEBTEDNESS SUGGESTED 


Ccsh Would Be Expended To Prevent 
the Frequent Overflows and There- 
by Save the Farmer the Great 
Loss To Which He Has 
Been Subjected, 


Savannah, Ga, “May 30.—(Special.)—A 
movement of great importance to the rice 
Planting interests of Savannah and this 
vicihity {is now well under way. It is 
nothing more nor less than a proposed con- 
solidation of all the rice-planting interests 
on the Carolina sftde of the river. In 
short, it is proposed to organize a syndl- 
cate, in which all of these interests are to 
be included, to be operated as a joint stock 
company and as one concern. 

A capitalization of over $1,000,000, with a 
bonded indebtedness of about $400,000, is 
proposed. 

The object of the bonded indebtedness is 
to construct a levee of over twenty miles 
In length, which will guarantee absolute 
security to the rice crops during the har- 
vest season from the storms and freshets 
which have proved so frequent of recent 
years, and have wrought such immense ]oss 
to the planters. The latter have realized 
that until such security is guaranteed it 
is useless to attempt to continue operations. 
With safety assured from storms and 
freshets, rice planting is a reasonably safe 
business with assured profits in years of 
fair harvest and fair prices. 

Georges G. Baldwin, who so successfully 
financed the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, is at the head of the movement, 
and may be technically regarded as the 
promoter. It is said through Mr. Baldwin 
a syndicate of northern capitalists in Bos- 
ton and elsewhere are ready to put up the 
necessary $400,000 to build the levee. This 
means nothing more nor less than that all 
the rice planters in the territory affected 
should enter the syndicate, taking stock 
according to the value of their lands, those 
who do not feel able to undertake further 
risks agreeing to accept a price for their 
lands to be determined by a fair appraise- 
ment, in which the interested parties are to 
be equally represented after the manner 
in which such appraisements are usually 
conducted. ? 

It can be safely stated that fn the last 
thirty years millions of dollars have been 
lost in Georgia and Carolina in the rice- 
planting business, due entirely to the dam- 


“age wrought by freshets and storms. The 


scheme is a gigantic one, but the plan Js 
simple, and there seems to be no reason 
why it should not be carried to completion, 
the only thing necessary being to secure 
the consent of the planters themselves. 

The plan, which has been submitted to 
the owners of the plantations to be put in- 
to effect after they have completed their 
organization or syndicate, is, in brief, as 
follows: 

Four hundred thousand dollars worth of 
bonds to be issued, to be taken by the 
northern syndicate, which will furnish the 
money for the building of the great dam 
and other improvements.

Beistereus Crowd Did Not Attend Exer- 
cises at Cemeteries. 


THOSE PRESENT KEPT ORDER 


Negro from Montezuma Killed One of 
His Own Race. 


UNITED STATES SOLDIERS HAD GOOD EFFECT 


Ceremonies Were in the Usual Form 
by the G. A. R. and the Day Was 
an Uneventful One. 


Andersonville, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)— 
The usual immense crowd.of boisterous and 
fighting negroes were absent from this 
place tday. The crowd was exceedingly 
qujet ang well behaved, and not until late 
this afternoon did any one get hurt. Isom 
Haugabrook, a negro from Montezuma, 
was shot and killed by another negro. The 
murderer escaped, but is known, and will 
probably be captured. 

The United States_soldiers from Atlanta 
under charge of Captain E.‘E. Hardin, ar- 
rived early in the morning ang immediately 
marched to the national cemetery, where 
they took a prominent part in the decora- 
tion exercises and at the same time gave 
the government property exeellent military 
protection. The small noise and good be- 
havior of negroes is attributed to th¢ pres- 
éncé of soldiers and Sheriffs McArthur, of 
Sumter, and Childs, of Macon counties. 

The camp of the Grand Army from Fitz- 
gerald came about 300 strong, and promi- 
nent members of this camp, together with 
Colonel J. P. Averill, of Atlanta, conduct- 
ed the exercises at the cemetery. United 
States Deputy Collector Richardson was 
here, and detected several parties retailing 
whisky, but owing to his prompt actions, 
not enough was sold to result in drunken- 
ness. The railroad handled the smallest 
number of passengers that have ever been 
handled to this place on Decoration Day,but 
careful attention was given the public by 
the officials, and not a single accident is re- 
ported. 


FLOWERS ON BAGLEY’S GRAVE. 


Decoration Ceremonies Are Impressive 
at Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. €., May 30.—(Special.)—The 
feature of the Decoration Day ceremonies 
here was the decoration of the grave in 
Oakwood cemetery of Ensign Worth Bag- 
ley, the only American naval officer killed 
during the late war and the first to shed 
his blood in that brief but heroic struggle. 

The regular exercises of the day were 
held at the National cemetery under aus- 
pices of Meade post, Grand Army of the 
Republic, and were preceded by the decora- 
tion of graves there by that post and by 
the inmates of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home. 

Theg theme of the addresa was the late 
war and its powerful effect in reuniting 
the nation. A tribute was paid to Bagley’s 
gallant sacrifice of his life. Them the post 
went to his grave and profusely decorated 
it with national colors and flowers. The 
conquerer palm mingled with the tender 
tints of roses, geraniums, pansies and the 
snowy flowers of the magnolia. With these 
natusal blossoms were artificial ones from 
the far south, covering the gfave and fill- 
ing the white marble urn at its head. 

Knoxville Gives Flowers to Heroes. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 30.—(Special,)—A 
feature of the national decoration day ex- 
ercises, held in this city this afternoon, was 
the decoration of the graves of twelve vol- 
unteers who lost their lives while serving 
in the Spanish-American war. Among these

His grave was 
literally hidden from view with flowers 
placed thereupon by his local friends.

They are 
few there just as they are few in Boston 
and the south, but still there are some, 
and it is no surprise, therefore, to read 
of the action of those Grand Army of 
the Kepublic men at Columbus, O., who 
declined the floral offering sent by form® 
er confederates. 

That their action in this case repre- 
sented nobody but themselves, was very 
promptly demonstrated not only by the 
members of the Ex-Soldiers and Ex-Sail- 
ors’ Association, an organization of 
union veterans, but by the vast majority 
of the members of the same Grand 
Army of the Republic post, members of 
whose committee declined the flowers 
sent by the former confederates as ten- 
der tributes to the memory of the gal- 
lant men against whom they once 
fought. 

The repudiation of that action was 
prompt in Ohio just as has been the re- 
pudiation of the other Dammers, wheth- 
er they appeared in Bosten or in Charles- 
ton. ‘They represent nobody but them- 
selves and they are very few. 

But, perhaps, it is well that these out- 
breaks should have occurred, for their 
only possible effect is to emphasize more 
strongly than ever how few these strag- 
glers behind the patriotic procession 
really are, 
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Canada and Arbitration. 


The newest thing in the sentimental 
relations which are supposed to have 
sprung up between Great Britain and 
the United States is to be found in the 
pious ejaculation of The London Stand- 
ard, towit: “It is to be hdped that the 
conference at The Hague wil] establish 
&@ permanent arbitration tribunal, be- 
‘ fore which the United States could hard- 
ly refuse to plead its cause.” 

There you have it, brethren, stiff and 
warm. Overlooking the remarkable 
example of British grammar, which de- 
clares that the United States are an ‘“‘it,” 
it is easy to perceive that the loving 
bonds of brotherhgod and other forms 
of kinship are not to be allowed to 
stand in the way when any of the depen- 
dencies of Great Britain feel that the 
time has arrived to make an arrange- 
ment whereby the United States may be 
swindled or robbed as the case may be. 

Observe the nature of the horror that 
it now animating the sensitive minds of 
our beloved blood cousins and sisters 
and aunts on Albion’s storm-whipped 
shores. They no longer have any il- 
lusions in regard to us; they have been 
grossly deceived; their confidence has 
been abused. Think of it, ye gushing 
prophets of the Anglo-American alli- 
ance! The American newspapers have 
been full of the subject, glowing arti- 
cles have been written, and tearful 
speeches have been made; and now, in 
spite of @jl that has been said and done, 
the United States government refuses 
to allow Canada to take out of hand, 
and with no consideration whatever, a 
slice of American territory. Is that what 
Americans call friendship and love for 
the mother @ountry? Of what value are 
protestations of friendship and sugges. 
tions of an alliance when, at the very 
first move in the game, the Americans 
refuse to allow a dependency of the 
mother country to rob them out of hand? 

No wonder John Bull has an extra 
twinge of gout. It is enough to give 
him a case of tic dolereux to be a wit- 
ness of this cold-blooded refusal to be 
plundered by Englishmen. What is the 
remedy? Why, a permanent arbitration 
treaty composed of the powers of Eu- 
rope, before which the United States are 
to be haled whether or no whenever they 
refuse to submit to highway robbery. 
Our British brethren, whose love for 
America slops over whenever anything 
is to be made by it, now declare that 
the trouble between Canada and the 
United States is due to the refusal of 
this country to submit the proposed ar- 
bitration between the two countries to a 

foreign umpire; but this refusal oc- 
curred some months ago and bears no 
relation to the questions that have re- 
cently arisen. 

The Dominion government itself: is 
protesting vehemently against arbitra- 
tion in the matter of its new claims. It 
makes a demand for land which a Cana- 
dian subject never occupied, and for a 
harbor to which it had never before laid 
any claim; and the English view of the 


| whole matter, stripped of adjectives, is 


that the protestations of friendly feeling 
on the part of the Americans are of smal 
account when the (American government 
refuses to accede to demands made by a 
British dependency. 
the whole proceeding illustrates in a 
capital way the lines from Goldsmith's 
ballad—‘And what ig friendship but a 
name, A charm that lulls to sleep?” 

The whole truth is that our relations 
with Canada have not been what they 
should be. The Dominion government 
has lost no opportunity to be offensive 
so far as its treatment of American in- 
terests is concerned: It is unfortunate, 
in view of all the circumstgnces, that 
the Canadian officials, owing allegiance 
to England, should feel called upon to 
exhibit their colonial independence by 
attacking on every occasion the inter- 
ests of America and Americans. These 
officials do not represent the Views and 
feelings of the people of Canada; they 
are simply bent on making a bumptighs 
display of their importance. 

In the demands they have recently 
made they have gone a step too far. 
They have made demands which this 
government will neither grant nor sub- 
mit to arbitration. There are times 
and oceasions when the principle of ar- 
bitration is suspended, and there are 
questions in which right, and justice, 
and honesty are so clearly defined that 
no arbitration is necessary. These re- 
cent claims and demands on the part of 
the Canadians belong to the class of 
questions which do not need to be set- 
‘led by a court of arbitration. The 
government has only two courses to pur- 
sue—to throw up its hands and allow it- 
self to be robbed, or to refuse. 
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Mr. Bonaparte’s Sense. 

Mr. Charles J. Bonaparte, of the city 
o? Baltimore. is a gentleman with.a long 
and consistent record as a mMugwuMmp, 
but there are limits to which even he 
cannot go. The mugwumpery of the 
Boston republican mugwump school is 
too tough for him. He has been fond- 
ly counted upon as one of those outside 
of Boston who sympathize with the Ed- 
ward Atkinson stripe of patriotism, but 
now he comes to the front with a strong 
disclaimer. 

Up in Boston they have formed an an- 
ti-imperialistic league, and in the se- 
lection of officers they put Mr. Bona- 
parte down as one of the vice presidents. 
In a characteristically honest and 
straightforward letter to Secretary Wins- 
low, the Baltimore man declines the 
honor. In his letter he says: 


I do not think I can appropriately or 
consistently accept the position, especially 
since I learn through the press that the 
league adopted at its recent meeting cer- 
tain resolutions to which I cannot assent. 

I do not think that citizens entertaining 
my views as to the cession of the Philip- 
pines to our country are in fairness called 
upon to suggest a suitable policy respect- 
ing them. For all the consequences of 
that cession the president of the United 
States must answer. When the protocol 
was signed he could have withdrawn our 
military and naval forces from the islands 
and abandoned all Surther interference in 
their affairs. Instead of so doing, Ne even 
agreed ‘to pay Spain $20,000,000 as the price 
of their sovereignty, and those of us who 
then > pram his course are, to my 
mind, itt nowise bound to show him now a 
way out of any embarrassment which he 
may have thus brought upon the country. 

If, however, I were to undertake this 
task, I should not, as at present advised, 
recommend negotiations with the revolted 
Filipinos or any attempt to organize a 
quasi-independent government under our 
suzerainty or protection in the archipela- 
go. If we must own the islands in any 
sense, or become at ail responsible for 
their peace and good government, then I 
think that a system of administration 
modeled substantially upon that of British 
India will be indispensable to their pros- 
perity and our security, and complete sub- 
mission to our authority on the part of the 
inhabitants is obviously the first step to- 
ward its estaolishment. 

I may add that while I- fully recognize 
the injustice and even absurdity of those 
charges of ‘‘disloyalty’” which have been 
of late freely made against some members 
of the league, and also that many honor- 
able and patriotic men do not feel as I do 
on this subject, Ijam personally unwilling 
to take any part in an agitation which 
may have some téndency to cause a public 
enemy to persist in armed resistance, or 
may be at least plausibly represented as 
having this tendency. 

There can be no doubt that, as a matter 
of fact, the country is at war with Agui- 
naldo and his followers. I profoundly re-

letter. It is one that ought to open the 
eyes of all who, mistaking the status of 
affairs, have allowed themselves to join 
in the fighting e straw men which 
these anti-imperialist _ republicans have 
built up.

lic enemy.

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Critics and Reformers. 

A correspondent, in a private letter, 
Suggests that while the northern news- 
papers are engaged in settling the negro 
problem in the south, it would be well 
for the southern newspapers to widen 
their field of operations and make an 
effort to reform the social degradation 
to be found in some of the country towns 
and villages in New England. 

Well, the suggestion is not without 
attraction. We have long observed 
that we can settle our neighbors’ tron- 
bles with more satisfaction to ourselves 
than we can settle our own; and we 
have noted, too, that those whe are in- 
Stituting or suggesting reforms away 
from home are able to take a higher tone 
and can afford a more superlatively con- 
fident air than when dealing 
with _ difficulties close at hand. 
We can take more for granted, and, on 
occasion, we can become even peremp- 
tory. There is perhaps no more instruc- 
tive entertainment than to take up one 
of your truly peremptory editorial ar- 
ticles written for the improvement of 
those who will never read it or hear of 
it, and compare its grand and hortatory 
eloquence, its lofty tone, with the state

of things that actually exists within a 
stone’s throw of where it was written. 

We are obliged to our correspondent; 
the temptation is great to address some 
moral observations to New England, and 
to accompany it with a haughty demand 
for reform in those precincts where. 
awhile ago, the echoes of Puritan hymns 
trembled on the breeze. It is a temp- 
tation because nature is weak; therefore, 
we resist it, not because reform is not 
necessary in New England in the mat- 
ters which form the basis of recent 
amazing reports, but because we are not 
familiar with the details; we do not 
know how far the practice extends of 
putting a price on illegitimate children 
to be paid by the putative fathers. If this 
practice exists, and it igs vouched for 
by good authority, it is the result of 
certain conditions, we know not what. 
and any reform to be permanent: must 
take these conditions into consideration. 

It is true that we do not see any 
very lively efforts on the part of New 
England papers to institute a reform. 
They are more interested in reforming 
the south than they are in improving 
matters at home. Why this is so, we 
have already explained. The negro prob- 
lem is much more convénient to handle 
than the social degradation in the New 
England towns. Already Mr. Hartt has 
suffered abuse for his two articles in 
The Atlantic Monthly, in which he de- 
scribed the conditions existing in a New 
England hill town and modestly sug- 
gested certain reforms. 

It was due to the indiscriminate abuse 
of Mr. Hartt that Mr. Morgan appeared 
on the scene with his remarkable state- 
ment in regard to the social and moral 
degradation of at least one country town 
in that section. With that, the news- 
papers and their various anti-Hartt cor- 
respondents dropped the subject. alto- 
gether. As far as our observation goes, 
this newer questton has been ignored, 
a fact which leads us to hope that a sys- 
tem of silent reform has been introduced 
und is now well under way. Or, maybe, 
the matter is to be allowed to rest where 
it is until the New England editors 
settle the negro problem and dispose of 
the lynching affairs. 

Well, we wish them much success. It 
has been said that the negro problem 
is a national question, and we are cer- 
tain that the lynching business is not pe- 
euliarly a southern manifestation. Look- 
ing over some files of The Constitution 
recently we were shocked to find an ac- 
count of a lynching in Middletown, N. 
z: The affair occurred in broad day- 
light, if we remember correctly; a negro 
was hanged on suspicion; it was sup- 
posed that he had attempted to assault 
a white woman, and he was at once 
strung up. 

Now, the New York newspapers will 
know whether any one was ever punished 
for that crime. ‘The truth is the par- 
ticipants were well known; hundreds of 
people could have pointed them out; but 
they were not punished and no effort 
was made to punish them. Aga matter 
of fact, the New York editors didn’t 
make any serious fuss about it. The 
occurrence was too close at home. They 
didn’t have elbow room in which to 
rip and rear, and snort and talk about 
barbarism, and things of that kind. 

The truth is, your genuine reform ed- 
itor needs elbow room; he can’t ,bear 
to be embarrassed by purely local events. 
In order to get in his severest diffs, he 
must reach across the éontinent for his 
victims. It is absurd to suppose that 
he can devote his talents to reforms at 
home. For what, then, would the rest 
of the world do? It would. go to the 
dogs.

From The Chicago News. 
The Indian empire is to be well repre- 


sented at the Paris exhibition of 1900. The 
stalls of Kashmir, Baroda, Hyderabad, My- 
sore, Jeypur and Gwalior are sending spec- 
imens of artistic ware and articles of na- 
tive workmanship of all descriptions. 


There seems some prospect of getting 
cheaper telegraph service between England 
and India, as Lord Curzon ts taking up the 
question and threatening the companies 
with a cheap overland service through Af- 
ghanistan unless they reduce their exorbi- 
tant terms. More than $1 for each word is 
certainly more than is necessary for profit 
to the companies and few Anglo-Indians 
can afford to pay such a rate. 


Lord Curzon has done a very popular 
thing in undertaking the cost of the im- 
portation of a pack of foxhounds for the 
Calcutta winter season. Lord Lonsdale, 
who, after hig visit to the maharajah of 
Cooch Behar, staid with the viceroy and 
Lady Curzon at Simla, has undertaken to 
arrange for the dispatch of the hounds on 
his return to England, and he will probably 
return to India with them and hunt them 
the first season in capacity of master of fox 
hounds. The kennels of the new pack are 
to be at Barrackpore, fifteen miles up the 
Hoogly, near the viceroy’s country house. 


Lady Curzon, in her capacity as wife of. 
the viceroy and American woman of fash- 
ion, is giving plenty of work to the imag- 
inative journalist of the east, but the latest 
idea in this line seems to have surpassed 
all previous efforts. The Tribune, an Indian 
paper, has just published a picture showing 
Lady Curzon driving through the streets of 
Bombay in full evening dress.

These seamen expressed great admira- 
tion for the navigator of the Olympia, 
Lieutenant Calkins, who, they state, went 
down to ‘Manila from Hong Kong just be- 
fore war ,was declared and made sound- 
ings in the harbor. He made his own 
chart and found that the Spanish charts 
were not accurate. When the Olmpia 
steamed into the bay gn-the morning of 
the fight, the navigatér followed ‘his own 
soundings. Dewey remarked more than 
once that the navigator would run the 
ship aground. 

“I know these waters, commodore,’’ Calk- 
ins replied, ‘‘and we are right.’’ 

One of the souvenirs presented to Mr. 
Fagan by the seamen was a piece of a 
halyard ,wwhidh was cut in two during the 
battle by a Spanish shell. Ldéeutenant 
Brumby was raising a signal at the time 
and was holding one end of the halyard, 

These seamen were all going to San 
Francisco, their old home.

SHEEP HUSBANDRY IN GEORGIA 


(From The (Moultrie, Ga., Observer.) 

Annual sheep shearings of this, Colquitt, 
county are Jooked to by sheep owners and 
business men alike as one of the most im- 
portant of the county's harvests. For years 
before the advent of the railroad, the com- 
mercial fertilizer and the cotton planter, 
this product was the principal staple and 
money crop of the county, and hence the 
spring months came to be regarded as the 
harvest season. Colquitt has been, and is 
yet, the banner stock-raising county of the 
state. We could point to a number of far- 
mers of the county who have made snug 
little fortunes at this industry. There are 
today larger herds of cattle, sheep, goats 
and thogs to be found in the county than 
any other county in Georgia, and these 
herds are kept without care or attention 
from anyone save an occasional review by 
the owner, who takes pride and delight in 
riding among them to see if the supply of 
water and grass is sufficient, or if there can 
be seen any sign of dogs or wild beasts 
which occasionally get among them—espec- 
ially the sheep, and destroy numbers of 
them. In summer they live and grow fat 
on the green grasses which e@row abundant- 
ly upon the hills, and in winter they take 
to the low lands, islands, cane brakes and 
such places as they are enabled to find suf- 
ficient green herbs to sustain them through 
winter. Their only cover from the cold rains 
and severe winds of winter is the thick 
growth of pine timber above them, and 
their bed is a combination of pine straw 
and wire grass, which is thick enough to 
keep them from the cold ground. Very of- 
ten when the sheep owner turns his sheep 
out in the spring, fresh sheared, he never 
sees them again until shearing time of the 
next year, and they are therefore not one 
cent’s expense to him. The lambs come 
early in the spring, and sometimes too 
early, for they are frequently lost in a late 
severe cold, as was the case this year. 
Some years the sheep bring a better coat 
of woo} than others, this is governed by 
the seasons and the supply of grass. 

The number of sheep now in this county 
is estimated to be about 30,000 head. These 
yield to their owners, annually, above $15,000. 
This is made entirely without expense, 
other than the expense of gathering the 
sheep together and shearing them. 

The annual shearings come off in May, 
beginning, if the season is favorable, in 
April. Owing to the fact that the sheep 
all run together in the woods, it would be 
almost an impossibility for an individual 
owner to seek out his own sheep and take 
them to his home and shear them. This 
problem is easily solved by the citizens of 
each community coming together and se- 
lecting a common penning and shearing 
ground. Some place is selected where there 
are pastures, lots, pens, etc., sufficient to 
accommodate all the sheep of the commu- 
nity, and a number of workmen. All the 
sheep owners set a day for sheep hunting. 
The territory is divided up among the 
crowd, which frequently includes many 
volunteers who are not owners, as the driv- 
ing is considered a rare sport. The hunt is 
made on horseback and the riders all carfy 
whips, which they crack behind the sheep 
with wonderful effect. 

When the sheep have been- penned they 
are. divided, each man’s sheep being known 
by the mark on their ears. After the di- 
vision has been made, each man shears his 
own sheep. In this manner large herds are 
got together, and they present a very strik- 
ing scene. The work lasts sometimes for a 
week, and even two weeks. The cost of 
shearing is very small. If a man has only 
a small herd, he shears them himself. One 
man can \shear from seventy-five to one 
hundred per day. One man of this county 
boasts of having sheared as many as 135 in 
one day. After the wool is taken from the 
sheep, it is taken to a cotton press and 
Lailed up as cotton and marketed in this 
Shape. Another notable feature at these 
annual sheep gatherings is the marking of 
lambs. Of course, as it is impossible to 
identify their own lambs, this critica] job 
is left to the mothers of the lambs. To do 
this it is necessary to part the lambs from 
their mothers and keep them separate until 
they are anxious to suck, and then by 
turning them together, each mother hunts 
out her lamb by smell. Then they are fair- 
ly separated. 

The sheep of this county yield about three 
pounds of wool at a clipping, and at pres- 
ent prices this would bring between 50 and 
60 cents. Hence a man who has a couple of 
hundred head of sheep has a sure and easy 
income of $100 per year. It comes as easy 
as a pension. 

The largest sheep owner !n this county 
is Mr. ‘Miles Monk, Sr. He has about 3,000 
head. He is probably the largest sheep 
owner in the state. He also owns several 
hundred head of cattle. He is one of those 
who have amassed a snug fortune at stock 
raising. Next to Mr. Monk, (Mr. J. B. Nor- 
man, Jr., ranks highest as a sheep owner. 
Both these gentlemen regard their sheep 
interests as their best fnvestment, and could 
not be jnduced to sell their herd. 

The greatest enemy to the sheep industry 
is the yellow dog, a worthless cur, owned 
mostly by negroes, who refuse to feed them, 
and they are forced to kill sheep for some- 
thing to eat. If the legislature would tax 
these dogs out of existence, the state would 
soon save enough to pay for all the curs 
and cur owners as well. 

The wool crop for this year has not yet 
been sold, though it has been clipped, it 
being the general impression that the price 
will advance In a few days. When the 
crop isesold, between $15,000 and $20,000 will 
be’ turned loose in the county. 
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Altgeld Speaks Words of Wisdom.

He 
Says in an interview that the situation for 
the democratic party is not so hopeful as 
some people try to make out, for “‘the cur- 
rents are forming that will soon constitute 
a tremendous force fn crystallizing public 
opinion.” This is vague, and neither in- 
Structive nor alarming. Then he adds: 
“The trusts are doing a splendid work for 
democracy. They are throwing out of em- 
ployment thousands of high and medium 
Salaried men, who have always been op- 
posed to us. These men will join our ranks 
and bring others with them.” The republi- 
can party is not so strong that it can view 
with indifference the possibility of the loss 
of the votes of all the men who have been 
and are to be thrown out of work by the 
industrial combines. That loss might cost 
the party the electoral votes of states if it 
is essential it should carry. Men are in- 
clined always to ascribe economic evils to 
the party in power. Those individuals who 
are out of work because of the uncurbed 
activity of the trusts will be quite ready to 
put the responsibility for trusts on the re- 
publican party unless it takes strong, posi- 
tive ground against them and permits no 
other organization to show itself more hos- 
tile to them. Altgeld hopes the republican 
party will ignore the subject of trusts in the 
platform of 1900 as it did in that of 1896. 
If that should be done, the voters will ig- 
nore the party. 


The South and Expansion. 
From The Nashville American. 

The south certainly has no reason to op- 
pose American control of the West Indian 
and Philippine islands. We do not be- 
lieve that any section can afford to an- 
tagonize the expansion policy. The south 
and west, however, should profit very 
greatly by expansion, and there is no sound 
reason why the central north and eastern 
Atlantic states should not also extend their 
trade and influence in these new posses- 
sions. 

The control of Cuban and Porto Rican 
trade cannot but help the south. Southern 
steamship lines and southern railways will 
be called upon to carry the commerce to 
and from these islands, because it will be 


| advantageous to the West Indians to move 


their exports and imports through the 
ports neafest them. The increase in the 
number of Americans in these islands 
means that they are going to do most of 
their trading with the home people, this 
trade alone yielding an immense business 
in a very few years. 

But it is in the far east that the south 
will profit greatest in the long run. We 
need not expect a surprising increase in 
trade in the orient in a year or may be 
in a decade. But the time will come—and 
soon after the isthmian canal is opened-~ 
when southern cotton mills will be called 
upon to meet an enormous demand for 
their products among the teeming mil- 
lions in China, Japan and the Philippines 
and other oriental lands. These people 
will use billions upon bjllions of yards of. 
the cheap cotton goods which can be pro- 
duced in the south cheaper than anywhere 
else in the world. 

To our mind, there are vast possibilities 
of development in these new possessions, 
and to no part of our common country 
does their acquirement promise so much 
as it does to the south.

Southern Cotton Mills. 
From The New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

The southern cotton mills have enjoyed 
an unprecedentedly prosperous year. At the 
recent meeting of the American Spinning 
Company, of Greenville, S. C., it was shown 
that a net profit of $87,000 had been made 
on a capital of $125,000. The Piedmont mills, 
which are larger, made a net profit of $125,- 
000; the Huguenot mills $63,000, and the 
others in like proportion. It is predicted 
that the business of the new year will be 
even better, this prediction being based on 
the fact that the Poe mills, which made 
a net profit of $24,000 on the twelve months 
of last year, is now making $6,000 a month 
net. 

Under this stimulus the organization of 
new mills is going on more actively than 
ever in the south Atlantic states. Stock 
to the amount of $600,000 has been sub- 
scribed for a new mill at Anderson, 8S. C., 
and a 25,000 spindle mill is to go up at 
Belton, 8S. C. . 

In the southwest, however, but little has 
yet been done in the way of mill construc- 
tion, although the opportunities offered 
by cotton mills, both to capital and the 
farmer, are beginning to be realized. We 
may hope, therefore, that Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and the other southwestern states 
will do something to make their cotton 
crops pay them, even at present low prices. 
Georgia and the two Carolinas seem to 
have learned this 


. 


A Typical “‘Trust”’ Case, 
From The New York World. 

Thirteen manufactories with a total cap- 
italization of $21,580,000 have, as The World 
showed yesterday, organized themselves 
into a trust with a capital of $80,000,000. Of 
this $40,000,000 is to be in preferred stock 
paying 7 per cent a*year, and $40,000,000 is 
to be in common stock paying whatever 
may be left after the preferred stock has 
paid its $2,800,000 in annual dividends. 

What do these promoters propose? They 
go into the money market, where the rate 
of interest on good security is less than 
4 per cent, and ask the public— 

First. To lend them $40,000,000 at 7 per 
cent interest, or more than 3 per cent above 
the market rate when the security or col- 
lateral is sound, and they offer as security 
property which even at their own valua- 
tion is worth only $21,580,000. 

Second. To lend them $40,000,000 more on 
no security whatever and with no interest 
on the loan until after the first $40,000,000 
shall have earned 7 per cent. 

The demand for the articles which these 
gentlemen make is limited and is not great- 
er than the present facilities for making 
them can readily meet. True, prices can be 
put up, but surely not enough to give the 
huge margin of profit necessary to the suc- 
cess of this “trust.”’ 

This case is not isolated, It is typical 
of what is going on in practically every 
branch of American manufactures today.

On account of extreme 
poverty the family lived for many years 
in poverty quarters on back streets. How- 
ever, the children displayed great aptitude 
and inspired bright hopes. 
only eight years of age she made sketches 
which surpassed ther father’s best work. 
When she was 2 she painted pictures that 
were accepted at the annual exhibitions 
and won unstinted praise from judges of 
the highest acumen. In the ten years which 
followed she painted a score of canvases, 
every one of which was pronounced to be 
the very perfection of its genre. Soon the 
mere appearance of a Bonheur canvas at 
any exhibition became an event in itself. 
Her most celebrated work, ‘“‘The Horse 
Fair,’ Has been copied in every conceiv- 
able form and is familiar in all parts of the 
civilized world. About the personality of 
this remarkable woman there clustered 
much interest. She was never married, and 
the stories of romance that are told in this 
connection are without number. Mlle. Bon- 
heur’s house was only a'mile from the pal- 
ace, and to her study flocked the courtiers 
of the empire.

At this tie, when every 
monarch in Europe was giving her the most 
envied decorations, this remarkable woman 
was wearing a costume of her own inven- 
tion—‘‘bloomers” fastened about the ankles 
and a bodice consisting of an ordinary work- 
ingman’s blouse. In this dress she once 
went to the imperial boxes at the opera, 
and of course eclipsed the performance 
upon the stage. The emperor himself one 
day visited the artist in disguise. As he 
entered the room “La Bonheur” turned 
around and remarked, “Here, you, lend me 
@ hand with this frame. My ‘beast of a 
porter has gone.'’ Napoleon rendered the 
desired assistance. “Did you come to see 
the porter?” asked mademoiselle of the 
amused monarch. But before he could an- 
swer his chamberlain appeared and explain- 
ed the situation. Mile. Bonheur did not be- 
lieve in women’s rights, although there was 
no right given by man to men that was not 
hers. “I haye no patience with women who 
demand the right to think,” she said not 
long before her death. ‘‘Every woman has 
the right to do, and when she does as well 
as man she is paid as well. If I had got 
up a@ convention to debate my success in 
painting ‘The Horse Fair’ do you suppose 
my own sex would have decided in my 
favor? And yet an American merchant 
never asked the sex of the painter, but paid 
a fortune for the picture.’’ This American 
merchant was A. T. Stewart of New York.

Rev. Jenkins Speaks. 

The address of Rev. Frank E. Jenkins 
was the principal event of the day. He 
handled his subject in a scholarly mannner, 
and completely charmed all his hearers. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

“You veterans of the great @vil war and 
we citizens of a beloved land saved from 
overthrow by heroic deeds and martyre’ 
blood, have come here to lay upon the 
graves of our honored dead the symbols 
of our loving remembrance, undying grat- 
itude and reverential honor. Here we re- 
call the deeds of heroes, try to learn the 
meaning of their sacrifice and consecrate 
ourselves anew to the maintenance and 
completion of that for which the sacrifice 
Was made. 

“My vocation is one dedicated to peace. 
The Master whom I serve is the Prince of 
Peace, The mé@ssage which I have been or- 
dained to proclaim to men is that of peace 
on earth, goog will among men. Through 
the eye of the inspired prophet, I look into 
the future to the time when the nations 
Shall beat their swords into ploughshares, 
their spears into pruning hooks, and learn 
war no more, and I am bidden to tell to 
men the sweet story of their coming his- 
tory, to point to the world’s golden age, not 
in the wars of the past, but in the peace and 
development of the future. 

“Today our national cemeteries are made 
fragrant with fresh cut flowers, but better 
yet, they are radolent the year roung with 
a nation’s gratitude. These graves tell of 
the cost of war, and something of the 
€reatness of our country. And may I add, 
too, that the thousands of confederate 
éraves where sleep honest heroes of a lost 
cause, tell] the same sad story; and that the 
Proposal of the president of the United 
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States, made since you last gathereg here, 
made by a union soldier with the wnani- 
mous approval of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, that the nation itself care for 
these graves, tells something unique of the 
greatness of our beloved magnanimous 
country. A guard of honor from the Grand 
Army tenderly following the body of Wa4n- 
hie Davis, the Daughter of the Confedera- 
cy, tells a story that cannot be fittingly told 
in words. And gallant Joe Wheeler, the ex- 
confederate hero, and the idol of the re- 
stored union, delivering today the memo- 
rial oration before a grand army post—did 
the world ever see the like before? If the 
regiments of our -nation’s heroes, lying 
about here, could arise and stand before us, 
and be told of the wonderful outcome of 
their sacrifice, of a reuniteq nation, reu- 
nited not by force, but by the glad consent 
of all, what a shout would go up to the 
heaven above us! 


Higher Standard of Citizenship. 


“The country riust have a higher stand- 
ard of citizenship than it has today. In na- 
tion, state, city and town, every noble in- 
terest is calling for it. Politics must be 
cleanse@a and made as holy as religion, The 
spirit which put more than a million men 
in the fleld ready for battle and death, must 
s0 animate us that caucus, conventions 
ang the polls shall feel the same _ spirit 
This is the high call to the citizens of today. 
This day of memorial services surely em- 
phasizes that cause, if it is observed in good 
faith; if it really honors those who died for 
their country. 

“The first battle of Bull Run was called 
a victory for the south. But that victory 
was turneg into defeat by the feeling of se- 
curity that settled upon the southern peo- 
ple. They thought their cause had struck 
its decisive blow, when it had only aroused 
the north and developed the seriousness of 
the situation. Our civil war may yet prove 
the Bull Run of our country’s struggle for 
a better humanity. In the confidence of one 
great victory we may settle back and await 
the hostile attacks of evils yet unconquered. 
Let us summon the soldierly qualities ex- 
hibited by those whose graves we decorate. 
and by the veterans who live still, ond give 
them a place in our citizenship. 

“In addressing you, I think I rightly link 
together the name of the Grand Army and 
that of the Woman's Relief Corps. The 
men fought in battle, but there fought in 
them and helped to make them heroes the 
inspiration of distant firesides, where work- 
ed and prayea the mother, wife, sister and 
lover. And when they were carried wound- 
ed from the battlefield, gentle hands were 
ready for the ministrations of love. In this 
service of good citizenship woman's inspira- 
tion, if not her vote, must also have a part, 
She must instill into it some of its sweet- 
est, noblest sentiments; and some of its 
most persuasive power. 

“Veterans, we greet you again, We ask 
you to crown to the noble end the noble ser- 
vice from ’61 to "6% -with your citizen service 
into which you put all your soldierly qual- 
ities. You passeg from citizens to sdfdiers, 
and trom soldiers back to-citizens again, 
according as your country had need. This 
is the lesson you have already taught us— 
to serve the’ country’s need, whatever it 
may be; and this we expect you to teach to 
the end. 

‘May God bless you everyone, and may 
your last days be spent in a peace for which 
you gave your service and offered your 
lives, and may you be rich jn your present 
happiness and undying hope.’’ 


DELIVERED ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Rev. H. T. Johnson Spoke to Morris 
Brown College. Last Night. 


AT THE BIG BETHEL CHUXCH 


Large Crowd Was Present and Ad- 
dress Was an Eloquent One. 
Was Well Received. 


A large audiéhce was present last night 
in Bethel African Methodist Episcopal 
church, on Auburn avenue, to hear the 
annual address before the combined de- 
partments of Morris Brown college. Bish- 
op H. M. Turner, D.D., chancellor of the 
school, presided, and among the distin- 
guished persons on the platform were Rev. 
Cc. gs. Smith, 'D.D., of Nashville, Tenn; 
President J. M. Henderson, D.D.; Ed 
Terry, of Columbus, Ga.; Bishop L. H. 
Holsey, Father Green, of the Episcopal 
church, and Rev. H. H. H. Newsome, 
representative of the South African college 
at ueenstown. 

The opening anthem was rendered by the 
college classes and a very earnest prayer 
was made py Rev. A. A. Whitman, D.D., 
of Savannah. Bishop Turner, in eloquent 
terms, introduced the speaker of the even- 
ing, Rev. H. T. Johnson, D.D., Ph. D., 
of Philadelphia, who was received with ap- 
piause. 

Dr. Johnson, by way of introduction, 
paid an eloquent tribute to the late C. H. 
J. Taylor, LL.D., who was dean of the 
law department of Morris Brown. He re- 
garded C. H. J. Taylor as one of the 
ablest representatives of the negro race 
and said that his sudden taking off was 
universally deplored. 

He spoke on. education and said that 
education to be effective must Include the 
hand, the head and the heart. 

Said he: “If we find out what a man 
knows we have the key to what he does, 
and what he dees makes character, and 
the mission of Morris Brown college is 
to furnish the benefits of Christian educa- 
tion to the negro race.” 

He differed from Bishop Turner on the 
race problem and said it was no matter 
how dark the night be, light would break 
upon the upward path. He said that the 
hard experiences through which the negro 
is now passing are blessings in disguise, 
and will pass away in the consummation 
of a giorious destiny. This, said he, can 
be accomplished only by the power of 
thought.

"He Insulted My Wife,” Says 
Fretwell 


“TT WAS REVENGE.” SAYSHARRIS 


The Two Men Have Very Different Ste- 
rles To Tell, 


ONE CLAIMS HIS WIFE WAS INSULTED 


The Other Says He Was Attacked Be- 
cause He Had Discharged Fret- 
well—Affair To Be Investi- 
gated in Police Court 
This Morning. 


Yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock O. 
A. Fretwell, a cigir maker, attacked 
George E. Harris, of the Harris Havana 
Cigar Company, with a cowhide and for 
a very few minutes quite a lively scene 
occurred on South Broad street, between 
Alabama and Wunter streets. 

Fretwell says he applHed the lash freely, 
while Harris savs he warded off the blows 
and would have given Fretwell a beating 
if bystanders had not interfered. 

The affair has a two-sided explanation. 
Fretwell says he used the whip because 
Harris insulted Mrs. Fretwell while she 
was employed in cigar . factory, 
and Harris says Fretwell. attacked him 
for revenge because he had been dis- 
charged because he did not want-to work 
under a new foreman. 

The police took a hand in the difficulty 
and made a case against Fretwell, who 
gave a $100 bond for his appearance in 
the police court this morning at 8:30 o’clock. 

When seen after the difficulty Harris 
made the following statement to a Consti- 
tution reporter: 

‘““‘Three years ago I gave employment 
to Fretwell, who was hardly anything 
more than a tramp, and I made him 
my foreman. Mrs. Fretwell also worked 
in my factory, at No, 45% South Broad 
street. A few days ago I decided I 
wanted a better man for foreman than 
Fretwell and I discharged him and 
got a new man. I told Mrs. Fretwell 
that she had better quit my employ 
when her husband did, but if she de- 
sired to continue with me she could do 
so. She remained about two weeks after 
her husband was discharged. I never 
dreamed of any trouble, and the state- 
rent of Fretwell that I insulted his 
wife is false. The attack was made on 
me simply as an act of revenge be- 
cause I had discharged the fellow.”’ 


Harris's 


Fretwell made the following statement: 

‘In the first place, Harris never dis- 
charged me, for I gave him notice and 
quit of my own accord. Two or three 
“months ago that man grossly insulted 
my wife, but she never told me any- 
thing about it until. yesterday, as she 
feared trouble as long as I worked with 
Harris. She has told me that Harris 
insulted her when she was working 
in his factory. I started out this morn- 
ing to find him and looked for him all 
day until I met him on Broad street 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. I know 
I ought to have taken a 44-caliber and 
blowed his brains out, but I thought of 
his four little children at home and did 
not want to kill him.’”’ 

Fretwell was asked why his wife re- 
mained in the employ of Harris so long 
after he had insulted her and staid with 
him two weeks after he, Fretwell, had 
quit, and he replied that he supposed his 
wife wanted to keep down any trouble. 

‘‘All I know is,’’ he said, ‘‘that I just heard 
last night of the matter and I gave him a 
whipping as soon as I coutd get to him.” 

Fretwell is not working ‘elsewhere. He 
says he came to Atlanta from Tampa, 
Fla. His wife came to Atlanta from Du- 
luth, Ga., and he met her here and married 
her. 

The affair will be investigated in the 
police court this morning and Harris will 
insist upon Fretwell being bound over for 
an assault with a cowhide.

Mayor Woodward will call the city council 
in special session this afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
While the official call has not yet been is- 
sued, yet the object of the meeting is to 
consider the site for the new federal prison. 

It is understood that the mayor hag re- 
ceived a communication from Attorney 

teneral Griggs stating he had selected the 
Dickey site for the prison, and asking for 
action by the city. 

Mayor Woodward will not make public 
the correspondence that has passed be- 
tween General Griggs and himself on the 
subject until the council meets. He will 
turn over all this correspondence this af- 
ternoon, and will also send a message to 
the council, in all probability advocating 
the purchase of the Dickey site. 

It has been about ten days since Mayor 
Woodward received notification from Gen- 
eral Griggs that the Dickey property has 
been selected. He announced then that he 
would probably call a special meeting of 
the council, but after conferring with sev- 
eral city officials on the subject, it ws prac- 
tically decideq that a special meeting was 
not necessary. The letter recently received 
however, threw more light on the situation, 
and the mayor has concluded that the 
council should act as quickly as possible if 
Atlanta wants the prison. 

The selection of the Dickey site will prob- 
ably cost the city between $25,000 and $30,000. 
This money has got to come from some 
source, and it is with the finance committee 
which is now making up the June appor- 
tionment sheet, to provide it. The mayor 
states he thinks the money can be raised. 

It is probable the council will vote this 
afternoon to tender the Dickey site to the 
government, and that the matter will be 
finally disposed of.

Question Will Be Taken to Highest Court 
for Settlement, 


IT 1S INTENDED AS A MODEL CASE 


The Much Discussed Question of Cor- 
poration Tax Will Soon Be Set- 
tled—Several Interesting 
Questions To Be 
Raised. 


The officers of the Bell telephone compa- 
ny, of this city, were given notice yesterday 
that the property of the company would 
be levied upon at once unless the taxes 
which is claimed by the county is paid. 

The purpose of the notification was to 
make a test case which will act as an ex- 
ample for the express, telegraph, tele- 
phone and insurance companies of Fulton 
county, which the county officials contend 
heve not been regularly paying all taxes 
due the state and county. 

A bill for injunction is now in course of 
preparation by the attorney for the tele- 
phone company to enjoin the county from 
collecting the taxes and the issue will be 
raised when Judge Lumpkin hears the 
case. The injunction will claim that the 
county hag no right to the additional tax. 
It will be set up as one of the allegations 
that the telephone company for the past 
twelve years, for which the county claims 
taxes, has pald all the taxes justly due. 

The fi. fa. levied on the telephone com- 
pany was not for the taxes claimed for 
the past twelve years, but only stated 
that the taxes for 1898 had not been paid 
and the demand was made accordingly. 

This is the beginning of what promises 
to be an interesting fight between the 
large corporations of the county and the 
county government. For several years the 
question has been agitated, but no action 
has been taken. The board of county 
ccmmissionerg has often investigated and 
discussed the questions, but up to the 
present time nothing in this direction 
has been accomplished. It is probable 
that the present movement will bring about 
a settlement of the mooted question. 

What the County Claims. 

The board of county commissioners claims 
that the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, the Southern Express Company, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and 
the Postal Telegraph Company and the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company::owe to 
the county a large amount of taxes which 
has been accumulating for several years. 


The amount of2 taxes claimed vary. 


is claimed. From the insurance company 
nearly $60,000 is the amount. Owing to 


compelled, according to the statute, to 
double the taxes which accumulated. This 
has made the amounts twice the sum ac- 
tually due. 

In the case of the telephone company 
the taxes, it is claimed, have been run- 
ning for about twelve years. In the case 
of the insurance company a default of 
about six years is contended for. 


ity of the collection ‘of the taxes. Several 
years ago the question was raised. At 
that time Judge Anderson was attorney 
general of the state. In his opinion he 
states that the companies wére not liable 
for the taxes. When Tax Collector Stew- 
art, of this county, appealed to the comp- 
troller as to whether the companies were 
liable, the latter held that the taxes could 
not be collected, 

Nearly two years-ago the board of con® 
missioners adked for an opinion from 
County Attorney Rosser. He held that the 
taxes were collectable. A short time ago, 
Attorney General Terrell gave to the tax 
collector an opinion regarding the insur- 
ance company in which he stated that the 
company as a corporation was not Hable, 
but that the individual stockholders were, 
and the taxes could be collected from them 
for the amount. Fi fas were drawn against 
the individual stockholders and also against 
the company, but neither was served. 

Within the last few days County Attor- 
ney Rosser has decided to move in the 
matter and proceed to the collection of 
the taxes, or to test the question of the 
validity of the procedure. 

Yesterday he notified Tax Collector Stew- 
art to give notice to the officers of the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company that 
the taxes were due and unpaid for 1898 and 
that unless a settlement was effected a 
levy would be made. The telephone com- 
pany notfied its attorneys, Burton Smith 
and.Arthur Heyman, to prepare a bill ask- 
ing for an injunction against the county 
to stop the collection of the taxes. 

The attorneys now have the bill in course 
of preparation and it will be presented to 
the court in a few days. A time will then 
be set for the hearing. County Attorney 
Rosser will represent the county. 

What the Contentions Will Be. 

Several interesting issues will be raised 
in the bill for injunction. It will be con- 
tended that the general tax act provides 
for the payment of taxes by telephone 
companies. This act states that the com- 
pany shall pay $1 for each instrument 
which it has in operation. Under this 
provision the company returns all of its 
taxes to the comptroller and pays yearly 
about $2,000. 

It will be further contended that the 
company, which owns the instruments, 
is not the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, but the American Bell Telephone 
Company, from which the former rents 
the instruments. 

The county claims that the telephone 
ecmpany should pay on the value of each 
receiver and transmitter and ad valorem 
tax. Under this construction the county 
would get less than $1 per instrument, 
which is now paid, under the present con- 
struction of the law. 

If- the ad valorem tax !s collected, the 
county will receive about $1,200, while the 
company now pays $2,000. The total for 
the twelve vears which the county will 
demand aggregates about $25,000,

The termination of the telephone case 
will probably be a criterion for all the 
companies of which the county claims un- 
paid taxes. It is said to be undertsood 
that the express, telegraph and insurance 
companies, although the latter is some- 
what different from the other companies 
in its legal status, will govern themselves 
in the payment of the taxes according to 
the final decision of the counties in this 
state.

ONE WAS RECENTLY DECLINED 


Cc.mmission Suspended Reduction of 
Rates on West Point Two Months 
Ago—Case Is Reviewed.

Another petition was filed yesterday by 
ex-Governer Atkinson with the state rail- 
road commission, asking for a reduction of 
rates on the Atlanta’ and West Point rail- 
road. 

Governor Atkinson presented a similar 
petition to the board two or three months 
ago, and after hearing argument from him 
in favor of reduction and from President 
George C. Smith against it, the commission 
declined to grant the application. 

Mr. Smith showed that this company 
makes a large part of its earnings out of 
through business, which neither originates 
in Georgia nor stops in the state. He ar- 
gued that it would be unjust to the com- 
pany to reduce its local rates because it 
was fortunate enough to have a ®good 
throygh business. He also cited the deci- 
sion of the United States supreme court in 
the Nebraska case, where it was held that 
a state cannot reduce a railroad’s local 
rates simply because it is doing a profitable 
interstate business at lower rates. 

The point was made that many railroad 
rates in Georgia have not been reduced in 
years, while the price of cotton has de- 
creased 60 per cent. 

This was met with the statement that the 
salaries of the railroad commissioners and 
other public officials and taxes have not 
been reduced in years. On the contrary, 
taxes on the railroads have steadily ad- 
vanced. 

The West Point’s president stated that it 
was the company’s policy to spend its 
money in improvements which it greatly 
needed. It pays a 6 per cent. divident and 
spends the suprlus in putting down heavier 
rails, buying better cars, running more pas- 
senger trains and building new stations 
along the line. At present the company is 
waiting for the permission af the courts to 
construct a terminal in Atlanta, where it 
has none. 

No date has been assigned for considera-

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POLICE EXPLAIN 
RARLY BURGLARY 


Say That the Arc Lights Were Tarned 


Oat Teo Soon. 
BOLD THEFT WAS COMMITTED 


Occurred Yesterday Morning in the 
Business Portion of the City. 


WHAT PATROLMAN ON BEAT HAS TO SAY 


Sergeant Moss Says Lights Were Out 
at Twenty Minutes Before Four 
O’Clock—Chief To Investigate.

The burglarizing of the saloon at No. 6&7 
North Broad and No. 70 Peachtree, street is 
the cause of considerable talk in police cir- 
cles. 

The fact that a burglary should have 
taken place in such a public place and not 
be discovered by the police has subjected 
the department to some severe criticism. It 
has been suggested that an officer should 
have discovered the burglar in the very act, 
as the store is almost surrounded by arc 
lights, and one light hangs immediately op- 
posite the window that was broken open. 

The crime has been much talked about, 
and the police department has come forward 
with a statement which the officers say lays 
some of the blame upon the electric light 
company. 

Some time between 3 o'clock and daylight 
yesterday morning a burglar wrenched open 
the iron bars to a window of the saloog 
which is owned by Dr. E. E. Smith, and 
entrance was made into the saloon from the 
Broad street side. 

A heavy stick was used to open the win- 
dow, and the person must have taken sev- 
eral minutes in effecting an entrance. The 
thief secured about fifty dollars from the 
cash drawers and escaped without detec- 
tion. 

Last night Captain Jennings, Sergeant 
Moss and Patrolman Foster, who was on 
the Peachtree beat when the burglary was 
comitted, made statements to a reporter of 
the Constitution, 

Captain Jennings sald: 

‘Patrolman Foster’s beat is on Peachtree 
street from Walton to Ellis, and I passed 
the saloon that was burglarized with Fos- 
ter between half past 2 and 3 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, and everything was all 
right. Foster can tell you what happened 
after I left him.’’ 

Patrolman Foster said: , 

“The whole trouble was the electric lights 
being turned out too soon. I went by the 
saloon about a quarter of 4 and nothing 
had occurred. I returned by the place and 
passed it about five minutes before 4 o'clock 
and still nothing had happened. The elec- 
tric lights were then out, although it was 
not good daylight. I had to try all the 
store doors on my beat and went up Peach- 
tree street doing so. When I returned, 
about twenty minutes after 4 o'clock, I dis- 
covered the burglary, and I knew about it 
before the barkeeper had arrived. In fact, 
I met the saloon man on his way to the 
saloon a few minutes\Jater, when I went 
for Patrolman Belden, who was on an ad- 
joining beat. The burglary was committed 
between five minutes before 4 and twenty 
minutes after 4 o’clock, when, as I said, the 
arc lights were all out,”’ 

Sergeant Moss, umder who Patrolman 
Foster works on the morning watch, said: 

‘IT remember distinctly that the arc lights 
in the city were @ll turned out Tuesday 
morning at exactly twenty minutes before 
4 o'clock, and.it was not good daylight, be- 
ing just dark enough for a thief to hide 
from an officer. This is a matter that has 
long been discussed by the police, and espe- 
cially on cloudy mornings we have much 
trouble about daylight on account of the 
lights being turned out. The burglary on 
Broad street occurred just at the time when 
the lights were all out, and it was not good 
daylight, and the thief must have watched 
Officer Foster and waited until he returned 
up Peachtree to examine the store doors.”’ 

Captain Jennings has made a report of 
the burglary to Acting Chief of Police 
Joiner and the matter will doubtless be the 
subject for a further investigation.

Case of Southera Mutual Has Opened 
Before Judge Lumpkin, 


WANT TO CUT THE EXPENSES 


Expenses Are Said To Be Too High 
and Unnecessary. 


RIGHTS OF WITHDRAWING MEMBERS 


This Question Argued by R. T. Dorsey 
for Association and George West- 
moreland for Plaintiff.

The Southern Mutual Building and Loan 
Association case was taken under discus- 
sion in the superior court at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday. The court adjourned at 2 o'clock, 
and at 3 o'clock the thhearing was resumed 
until 5 o'clock. 

The status of the withdrawing memLers 
was argued, and this will be the first ques- 
tion to be adjudicated by the court. The 
plaintiff in the case is R. A. ‘Mathews, whe 
has a claim against the association of 
$701.40. 

It is alleged in this, petition that he gave 
notice to the association that he wanted to 
withdraw his stock. The section of the by- 
laws of the company effecting withdrawals 
is as follows: 

“Any time after two years and before 
maturity of stock a member will be entitled 
to withdraw his stock and receive the 
amount paid into the loan fund and not 
less than 6 per cent interest for the aver- 
age time. A withdrawal fee of 50 cents 
per share will be charged in all stock with- 
drawn provided no charge exceeds $. A 
member desiring to withdraw his shares 
must give the association sixty days’ no- 
tice of such withdrawal.’’ 

Mathews claims that the gave the asso- 
ciation ample notice of his intention of 
withdrawing and paid his dues for the two 
months which would elapse before he could 
receive value for his stock. 

In January he was to withdraw ‘his stock, 
but in February the association failed. 
Mathews now claims that he is a preferred 
creditor of the association and that he 
should not be placed on the same ground 
with the shareholders who did not withdraw 
but were members of the association at the 
time of the failure. 

There were several other shareholders in 
the same predicament with Mathews when 
the association failed, and the result of this 
question involves considerable. The status 
of the withdrawing members was argued 
by Judge R. T. Dorsey and Colonel George 
Westmoreland yesterday. Judge Dorsey 
spoke for the association. He maintained 
that the plaintiff knew the association was 
insolvent when he withdrew and should not 
have an advantage in the distribution of 
assets over the other shareholders. 

Colonel Westmoreland spoke for the 
plaintiff. He contended that had the as- 
sociation not failed the plaintiff would have 
been allowed to withdraw as any other 
member, and he did not give notice of his 


| intention before the collapse of the con- 


cern, 

This is one of the leading questions that 
wil) come before the court. Others will Be 
taken up and the hearing promises to be a 
long one.

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BUILDING BOOM 
STILL CONTINUES 


Large Numbers of Buildings Are Going 
Up in the City. 


MAY PROVES RECORD BREAKER 


Figures Show It To Be One of the Best 
Months in the History of Atlanta. 


MANY RESIBENCES ARE BEING BUILT 


Over 200 Permits Have Been Issued 
So Far—Building Inspector Will 
Be Elected Next July. 


The building record of Atlanta continues 
to be broken almost every month. The 
building inspector has issued more permits 
since the first of the year than during any 
similar period in the history of Atlanta, 
and as the steady growth of the city in in- 
dicated as much by its building as anything 
else, the outlook is most encouraging. 

With only one exception, and that was 
March of this year, May comes to the 
front with more permits than any previous 
month in the history of Atlanta. The build- 
ing inspector has issued up to the present 
time this month over 200 permits, aggre- 
gating a total cost of something like $195,000. 
Sixty-two of these permits were for dwel- 
lings. There were seventy-eight dwelling 
permits issued in March. 

The dwellings for May will average $1,100 
each. A good number of permits have also 
been issued for residences that will cost 
$4,000 or $5,000, and one on West Peachtree 
street, to be erected by Hugh Richardson, 
wil) amount to about $12,000. Among the 
other permits was the one for the Emory 
college building, on Whitehall street, the 
stores to be erected by Sam Inman on For- 
syth street, the annex to the Marion hotel 
and several others. 

There is general activity in the Luflding 
line all over the city. New houses are go- 
ing up on almost every street, and each 
ward presents many scenes of improve- 
ment. 

“The bullding record for this year is most 
gratifying,’’ said Building Inspector Pitt- 
man,yesterday. ‘The building going on 
shows that times are better, that people 
are not afraid to turn their money loose in 
substantial investments, and that Atlanta 
is growing steadily every day. If the rec- 
ord holds up for the entire year, 1899 will 
mark an era jn the growth of this city, as 
it has already dome so far.’’ 

A new building inspector is to be elected 
by the city counci) in July. Mr. Pittman 
is a candidate to succeed himself, and has 
no opposition. He is one of the most popu- 
lar officers of the city will no doubt be 
unanimously re-elected.

Pendley’s Testimony Against Him Is 
Too Weak for Conviction—New 
Trial Not Effective. 


John Pendley was carried to the DeKalb 
county chaingang yesterday ufternoon. An 
order signed by Judge Candler directing 
the sheriff of this county to return him to 
the proper officials, but he will probably not 
be taken there until this afternoon. The 
case. against the notorious confessor has 
broken down, and the solicitor said yester- 
day that unless more evidence is obtained, 
he cannot be tried. Bankston will not be 
tried, on the smdll amount of evidence 
which is standing against him, and he will 
probably be liberated as soon as the case 
against Pendley is disposed of. 

A few days ago Judge Candler granted a 
new trial to Pendley, but thé order will not 
act, as an estoppel to his being sent to the 
penitentiary for life, where he was sen- 
tenced immediately after his conviction a 
few months ago. Pendley was glad to 
know that he had obtained a new trial, and 
showed much attention when it was being 
explained to him why he would not proba- 
bly be tried again for the offense of mur- 
der. He was told that he would have to 
complete his sentence in the DeKalb county 
chaingang, and he snowed much dissatis- 
faction at this and signifieg his desire to 
escape from thé punishments which he said 
he has suffered there in the past. 

Pendley once explained that the reason he 
made his first confession to the murder of 
Policeman Ponder was to esSeape' the 
scourgings which he said he received from 
the guards, 

When Pendley made his first confession 
in January of the present year, to the effect 
that he murdered Ponder, and in the same 
statement implicated Georgfe Bankston, 
he created a sensation, Before he came jin- 
to court for trial he made another confes- 
sion, denying all he had ever said about 
his connection with the erime. This was 
soon followed with another confession in 
which he stated he did commit the murder, 
Another contrary statement succeeded this, 
and he became so contradictory in his con- 
fessions that none of them were believed 
by those who talked with him, and it is now 
said that he will not be tried under the or- 
der granting him a new hearing. His evi- 
dence is considered nil as against Bank- 
ston, whom he has implicated, and the pris- 
oner will be liberated in a short time. 

Pendley is a young man; was born and 
reared in DeKalb county. He has been in 
numerous troubles, and has sepent several 
terms in the chaingang; and it was stated at 
his trial that he was once in the penitentia- 
ty. His mother, who was one of the princi- 
pal witnesses in the case, has been arrested 
on several occasions for selling whisky 
without a license. 

Pendley, at the timeof his conviction for 
murder, had seven monthsto servein the 
DeKalb county chaingang. It’s a quéstion 
of doubt whether the time he has spent in 
the Fulton county jail will go in liquidation 
of his term in the chaingang. If it goes, his 
time of service has been shortened. 

Pendley has been represented throughout 
his trouble by W. S. Howard, Westmore- 
land Brothers and Cuyler Smith.

FOUND HALF DEAD 


Young Man Wanted by Employer Tries 
To Commit Suicide. 


LEFT THE GAS TURNED ON 


The Striking of a Match Caused an 
Explosion in the Room. 


CHARGES AGAINST HIM TO BE WITHDRAWN 


He Went to the Exchange Hotel To 
Seek Death by Asphyxia—Slot 
Machine Savei Him. 


By purposely leaving the gas turned on 
in his room at the Exchange hotel, 163 
Marietta street, Monday night, William B. 
Renziehausen, the young man reported in 
The Constitution yesterday morning to 
be wanted by the police, tried to end his 
life and thereby cover up the shame and 
mortification he felt because he had be- 
trayed the confidence of his employer. 

He was dfscovered almost asphyxiated 
by J. W. Parks, night watchman, and Dr. 
E. E. Murnahan about 4:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning. The room was so full of 
the escaped gas that when the watchman 
struck a match to get a better look at 
the man on the bed, an explosion oc- 
curred that burned both the watshman 
and the doctor and the would-be suicide. 
The force of the explosion was not great, 
but was sufficient to shake up the men 
in the room and awaken some of the other 
guests in the hotel who occupied nearby 
rooms, . 

If it had not been for the fact that the 
Exchange hotel uses a slot gas meter, Ren- 
ziehausen would probably have carried 
out his intention to escape the troubles of 
this life, but the gas meter d!d not fur- 
nish a sufficient amount of the gas to pro- 
duce asphyxia, as It ceased to allow any 
further draught upon its supply pipe when 
the amount due for the last coin had 
been furnished.

Renziehausen was in trouble 
his employer, H. M. Ashe, general -agent 
for the Smith-Premier typewriter, with 
offices in the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
clation building. He had been employed 
to look after the typewriters and to mail 
the correspondence. Money was furnish- 
ed him with which to buy stamps, and the 
the stamps for his own 
sidetracked the cor- 
sleeping apartment at 
Auburn avenue. His employer dis-- 
covered the fraud when he to re- 
inquiries from his customers ask- 
ing why he did not write. This thing 
was kept up several days util Mr. Ashe 
decided that either there was the poorest 
sort of mail facilities or’*that he was being 
defrauded by employee. He reported 
the matter to Officer Bankston and the 
policeman soon secured evidence which 
gave him positive proof that Renzlehausen 
was not doing the straight thing. 

In some way the young man ascertained 
that he was suspected and he made ar- 
rangements to leave the city Monday night. 
He packed up all his belongings, but his 
boarding house was watched closely 
by the police that he found no opportunity 
te get his trunk to the depot. He went 
to the Marion hotel, as stated in The Con- 
stitution yesterday morning, and register- 
ed from New York. It was doubtless nis 
intention to have taken his deadly dose 
of gas at the Marion, but that place was 
also watched by the police, and Renzie- 
hausen belleved that to attempt to die 
there would be to land in a cell. So he 
cale& at the Exchange hotel, registered as 
H. C. Bryan and secured a foom, being 
careful to ask if ‘“‘there Was any gas in 
the hotel.’ He wasn't counting on a slot 
meter, however. He went to the room as- 
signed to him and, removing only his coat 
and hat, lay upon the bed, after he had 
put out the gas and left the jet turned on. 

About 4 o'clock yesterday morning he 
began to groan and his groans were heard 
by Dr. Murnahan, who occupied an ad- 
joining room. The doctor called the night 
watchman, and together they made an 
investigation. The odor of gas was al- 
most overpowering. To get a little light 
in the apartment the watchman struck a 
match and the next instant an explosion 
followed. 

Renziehausen was taken to the Grady 
hospital, where his burned hands, face and 
chest were dressed. He said he was sorry 
his life had been saved. He will re- 
cover. 

Mr. Ashe called to see the young man 
at the hospital and told him there would 
be no prosecution. 

Dr. Munahan is slightly burned and had 
to remain in his room a portion of yes- 
terday. 

Renziehausen was at one time in the 
United States army and he has a wife, 
who is a nurse in a hospital in New York. 
He says it was his intention to have re- 
enlisted iii the army if he had been per- 
mitted to leave Atlanta Monday night. 
The young man was not in the employ of 
the E. L. Gash Company, as has been er- 
roneously stated. Mr. Gash is the south- 
ern representative of the Globe company.
